GRAMMAR SGHOOL. 


This school, for the first two terms, one of ten weeks and the 
second of nine weeks, was under the care of Miss Susan C. East- 
man, who, with her ripe experience, succeeded in producing 
marked results. Her vigorous methods seemed to be just what 
were needed. 


The last term of fourteen weeks has been under the care of 
Miss F. Clark, whose management has been successful and _satis- 
factory.

The Board feel to congratulate the District on the decided 
improvement in this department during the year. 


(MIDDLE SGHOOL. 


The first term of ten weeks was taught by Miss Myra S. 
Warden, whose training admirably fitted her for the position, 


The second term of eight weeks was under the care of Miss 
F. Clark, and was satisfactory. 


The Jast term of fourteen weeks, was taught by Miss Mary C. 
Jones. 


She shows rare natural abilities for the occupation, which, 
combined with her previous training, made her term a success. 
The thorough drill of this term has made the work lasting and 
permanent.

PRIMARY SGHOOL. 


This school, for the three terms of ten, eight and fourteen 
weeks, respectively, has been taught by Miss E. A. Freese. 


She has special adaptation for this position, and the results 
were all that could be expected. 


The schools not having closed at the writing of this report, 
we are unable to give the usual table of statistics. 


It will be noticed that we have had more school this year 
than has been usual heretofore. 


The Primary School has been crowded. 


It is for the District to consider whether, in view of the rapid 
increase of population, the time has not arrived to provide for 
another department, which will relieve the Primary School, add a 
year’s study to the course, and give a better grading to the whole 
system. 


The Board this year adopted a course of study for the three 
Departments which has been satisfactory, and was printed for 
distribution. 


The teacher in the Grammar Department is made principal, 
which has operated to relieve the Board of many of, the cares 
of the school, but we are decidedly of the opinion that a good 
male teacher should be placed at the head of the school. 


A slight additional appropriation would procure this, and 
would, in our judgment, be money well spent by rendering the 
schools more thorough, systematic and efficient.

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CITIZENS OF NORTHFIELD: 


In compliance with customary usage I submit the following as 
my seventh and last report of the condition of the public schools 
of our town. 


I am yearly more and more convinced of their great importance 
and many needs. 


The records show an enrollment of only eighty-nine ; and a 
glance at the tables will be sufficient hint as to the economy of 
the present arrangement. 


I will not anticipate any opinions of your coming Board by sug- 
gestions as to the future ; except to say, that, in looking over and 
comparing the several schools of the town with each other, and 
with those of equal grade elsewhere, I am more and more certain 
that in order to obtain the highest results our teachers must have 
professional training. : 


Knowledge is one thing, and the ability to impart it to others is 
quite a different acquirement. A master of the art of teaching 
will do more for a child’s education in a year than a poor teacher 
will in double the time, and do it a thousand times better. 
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In saying this I only assert what you each would admit, had you 
similar and equal chances for observation. 


Some of the teachers‘employed the past year have learned Nor- 
mal methods, either from experience, books, or visiting schools, 
and have used them in their classes with good results. 


In fact, several of them have made a high record, and rank well 
with the trained teachers of other towns or cities. 


This was notably true in Districts Nos. 1, 2, 3 and 5. 


Discipline has been quietly maintained in all; while in No. 8 no 
case of whispering occurred during the entire fall term. 


In 1880 there was an uniformity of text books; since which 
time they have become somewhat mixed, solely on account of the 
failure of the bookseller at Tilton to furnish the proper ones. 
Some attention must be given to this matter or the old time confus 
sion will soon repeat itself. 


Parents have shown themselves willing to provide the required 
books when they could obtain them. 


I shall make no sertat#im report of the several schools except in 
the annexed table, and will close by congratulating you on the 
prospect of better and more economical privileges in the near 


future. 


It is not an experiment you are about to try. ‘The spies sent 
into the ‘promised land’”’ have returned and tell of flowing ‘‘ milk 
and honey.” 


Those who have already passed over have found the “Jordan” 
a harmless ford. 


Let the “Ark” you follow be a symbol of patience, united and 
intelligent endeavor to realize all the best results from the coming 
change. You will finda “Joshua” in your ranks who is able to 
lead you safely across. Go fearlessly over and conquer a lasting 
peace.
